I'M NO RACIST, 
STORMS TORY 
POLITICIAN

A TORY councillor has 
blamed one “politically moti¬ 
vated” individual for the 
furore that followed a joke he 
posted on a community forum. 

Roger Walkden was contacted by 
Conservative leader David Cameron’s 
office after his joke about immigrants 
appeared on the Doverforum. 

While some members said they 
found it humorous, one individual 
failed to see the funny side and con¬ 
tacted a number of bodies - including 
Mr Cameron’s office - to complain. 

Cllr Walkden, who represents the 


wards of Maxton, 
Elms Vale and Priory 
on Dover District 
Council, said: “This 
was politically moti¬ 
vated. The com¬ 
plainant is a Labour 
supporter and I think 
they wanted to get

as a councillor. 

“They have tried to bring me into 
disrepute, but I really don’t think I 
have done anything wrong. 

“I have apologised on the Doverforum 
and asked for the joke to be removed. 

“I will no longer be posting on there 
as I don’t want to get Paul Boland, 
who runs the site, in trouble.” 


The joke, which can still be seen on 
the site, involves a refugee coming to 
England and being offered three wish¬ 
es from a fairy. 

After being granted new teeth and a 
mansion, the refugee asks to “be like 
the British” and after his wish is 
granted he loses his new teeth and 
house, implying that British people 
are given nothing. 

Members of the forum have since 
blasted the complainant, stating the 
joke was harmless fun and that the 
“PC brigade should be ashamed of 
themselves”. 

However, Roy Millard, deputy chief 
executive of Migrant Helpline in 
Dover, said the joke clouded the real 
issues surrounding asylum seekers

Gobstopper's 
no jaw-dropper

ARTISTS behind a cross- 
Channel photography pro¬ 
ject have defended their 
project, stating that fund¬ 
ing for it has been used to 
support the town. 

Dover Arts Development (DAD), 
which was set up in January 2006, 
has been working on Embarkation, 
which brings together artists from the 
South East and the Continent to help 
promote Dover through displaying 
images of the area in the town centre. 

The project is funded by the Arts 
Council England South East and 
costs some £70,000. 

But since the last image was put 
up - which showed a gobstopper in 
white space - some people have crit¬ 
icised the initiative, saying the cash 
could have been spent elsewhere. 

One Yourdover reader said: “I saw, 
with interest, the photograph of the 
image entitled Jawbreaker. 

“I love art, photos, new and old and 
in all forms, but this I just do not get.” 

Another wrote: “So how much did 
the mugs of Dover cough up for the 
poster of the gobstopper?” 

Ambition 

According to DAD partner Christine 
Gist, the picture, created by Turkish 
artist Ebru Ozsecen, who stayed in 
Dover while researching for her piece, 
sends a message of seduction and rep¬ 
resents an element of the area. 

Despite the criticism, DAD co¬ 
director Joanna Jones said the group 
was delighted by the amount of inter¬ 
est shown in the Jawbreaker image. 

“We would like to put everyone’s 
minds at rest concerning the amount 
of local money spent on this project. 

“The whole scheme was funded by 
Arts Council England South East 
and the European Union and actual¬ 
ly brought money into Dover. 

“Most of the grant was spent local¬ 
ly and used to support businesses. 

“DAD also provided work experi¬ 
ence opportunities for students in 
the area and organised workshops at 
Dover district schools.”

Embarkation has been running for 
two years and involves the photo¬ 
graphy commissions 07/08, which 
sees artists staying in the district 
and creating high-level contemp¬ 
orary images which are displayed on 
freestanding signboards in the town. 

Another part of the project is 
Transmettre/Transmit, which is the 
collaboration between DAD and 
French arts group Espace 36 where 
artists have worked with heritage 
sites in France and the Dover district. 

Ms Jones said: “Dover has some 
specialist schools for the arts - visu¬ 
al arts, music, dance and perform¬ 
ance, and many of the pupils will 
have aspirations to work in a cre¬ 
ative field in the future. 

“DAD seeks to support their ambi¬ 
tion and encourage a wide range of 
creative practice in the area.” 

A spokesman from Arts Council 
England also highlighted the impor¬ 
tance of the project. 

“The programme emphasises 
international practice within a com¬ 
munity context. 

“The grant of £69,696 supported the 
programme in its entirety, of which 
the photography commission is one 
element - artists’ residencies and 
public artworks are also included.”

and refugees. It perpetuates the myth 
that they get better conditions than 
UK nationals, but nothing could be 
further from the truth. 

“Asylum seekers get 70 per cent of 
the benefit rates, which is 30 per cent 
below the poverty line. 

“If they are granted status in this 
country, they then become a refugee 
and they get the same amount as a 
UK national.” 

Asked whether he thought refugees 
living in Dover would now think twice 
about approaching Cllr Walkden, Mr 
Millard said: “It comes down to the 
individual, really, but some may be 
more wary. 

“I don’t think Cllr Walkden was 
intending to be racist, but for refugees 
it’s not helpful if they think someone 
holds a certain view of them.” 

Offensive 

Cllr Walkden, who is regarded high¬ 
ly in the community for his work in 
promoting tourism and helping busi¬ 
nesses in the town, has so far had no 
contact from the district council about 
the matter. 

He said: “I received a call from 
David Cameron’s office telling me 
they had received a complaint, but I 
haven’t heard from the leader of 
DDC, Paul Watkins. 

“Nobody else has said they find it 
offensive. I am not racist and would 
never put a joke on the site if I 
thought it would offend anyone. 

“I have unreservedly apologised to 
everybody who may have seen it, but 
all I’ve had is a lot of support from 
people who agree this was just a polit¬ 
ical move.” 

Cllr Ben Bano, leader of the Dover 
Labour group and chairman of the 
Asylum Seekers Support Group, said 
although he didn’t think the gag was 
malicious he thought some people 
might find it distasteful. 

Unhelpful 

“I’m sure the joke was not intended 
to offend anybody, but I think it was 
unhelpful, especially as we are trying 
to promote equality and mutual 
understanding in Dover.” 

Charlie Elphicke, Tory parliamen¬ 
tary candidate for Dover and Deal, 
said the matter should be dropped. 

“It’s important that everyone re¬ 
members that Roger has given many 
years of great civic service and it 
would be a tragedy if one mistake 
meant he couldn’t continue to do so.”

'Happy for Dev' 
says newsagent

THE auntie of Slumdog Millionaire 
star Dev Patel has spoken of her 
delight at the success of the film 
after it scooped eight Oscars, 
including best film. 

Hillie Patel, who runs Bickers newsagents in 
Eastry, near Sandwich, said she was pleased 
that people could now see a different side to 
India than the usual portrayal in Bollywood 
blockbusters. 

Danny Boyle’s Mumbai-based film shows the 
life of a young man from the Dharavi slums, 
played by 18-year-old Dev, who appears on the 
Indian version of Who Wants To Be A 
Millionaire. 

Some criticism was received from people in 
India about the film’s director Danny Boyle 
highlighting the impoverished and brutal life of 
the slums, with many claiming it painted a bad 
picture of their country. 

Hillie said: “In what little we see of India in 
films, you don’t usually see this side, but this is 
real and it does happen. 


“It’s not just India, though - you get these 
problems in Africa, Brazil and other countries. 

“There is some criticism about Danny Boyle 
not giving the Mumbai children he used in the 
film enough pay, but I think everything is going 
the right way for them now.” 

When the film first hit the big screens, Hillie 
admitted to Yourdover she hadn’t seen it as her 
two sons, Dev’s cousins, aged nine and 13, are 
too young and she promised to watch it with 
them. 

She said: “I have to say I’ve seen it now and 
I’m very pleased. I haven’t spoken to Dev about 
it as he’s been so busy. It would be good for my 


boys to see it as they were bom and brought up 
in this country and reading about the film has 
made them enquire about issues in India. 

“Dev’s grandparents - my parents - are anx¬ 
ious as he is only 18 and they want to make 
sure he is going in the right direction, but they 
are still so happy for him.” 

Asked whether there had been an increase in 
customers to the shop, Hillie said: “People come 
and visit from the surrounding villages and I 
know a lot of old-age pensioners are going to see 
the film in Sandwich. 

“This is what is special about Kent - it feels 
like everyone’s involved.” 


Quake tremors 
felt near town 

THE Dover area has been rocked by 
tremors after a small earthquake hit the 
Channel coast. 

It occurred at about 2.35pm yesterday 
(Tuesday), leaving residents of River and 
Whitfield shaken. 

A spokesman for the British Geological 
Survey said it was measured at 2.8 on 
the Richter scale and recorded in the 
same location as the 2007 quake, which 
had a magnitude of 4.3. 

Resident Karol Steele, of Buckland 
Avenue, said: “It was small - not as large 
as two years ago - but enough to make 
the neighbours come out into the street 
and ask What was that?’. 

“Ted, my dog, actually barked at it this 
time - the last one he slept through, but 
he was a tiny pup that time. 

“The ground shook and there was a 
small rumble. Definitely a quake.” 

Staff at Dover Town Council, however, 
said they had felt nothing.

Bishop leaves 
after decade 

THE Bishop of Dover and Can¬ 
terbury has announced his retire¬ 
ment. 

The Rt Rev Dr Stephen Venner, 
64, who has served the diocese for 
ten years, will step down from his 
post in November and move to 
Rochester with his wife Judy. 

During his time at the diocese he 
has undertaken a full range of 
duties on behalf of Archbishop 
George Carey, and 
since 2003 Arch¬ 
bishop Rowan Wil¬ 
liams. 

He said: “I had no 
idea when I began 
this process how 
very emotionally 
and spiritually de¬ 
manding it would be 
to make a decision 
about retirement. 

“Leaving the dio¬ 
cese and the people 
I have come to love and admire will 
be even harder, but I believe that it 
is right to leave now after ten 
years. 

“It is just the time for fresh gifts 
of leadership to be shared in order 
that the spirit can do exciting 
things here.” 

Due to his early announcement, 
moves can be made to appoint a suc¬ 
cessor and it is hoped a new bishop 
will be named later this year. 


A GROUP for people with learning 
needs is toasting one of its members 
who achieved an NVQ in food and 
drinks services.

Mr Davenport and Ms James have 
now employed Hayley as a paid 
member of staff at the tearooms on 


Saturday after being so impressed 
with her work. 

Hayley said: “I really enjoy work¬ 
ing here and can’t believe I can do 
the things I can. 

“My favourite thing though, is the 
friends I’ve made. 

“I’m so much more confident now - 
I’ve even started doing karate. I’ve 
also lost weight through Weight 
Watchers ready for my brother’s 
wedding.” 

Hayley studied for her NVQ Level

Operation Cubit is 
cleaning up again 

ABOUT 50 vehicles have been removed 
from the streets of Dover as the police 
clamp down on untaxed cars. 

Operation Cubit is being run by Kent 
Police and the Dover District Safety 
Partnership with the county council and 
the DVLA. 

The scheme has been running for eight 
years and is responsible for getting rid of 
more than 3,000 untaxed vehicles in 
that time. 

Any vehicles found or reported as 
untaxed or abandoned during the 
operation are checked with the DVLA, 
then clamped and removed to be stored 
in a holding area. If a vehicle is not 
claimed within 14 days, it is destroyed. 

A total of 49 vehicles was lifted in the 
five-day operation.

DOVER residents have blasted the 
NHS for placing people in care 
homes to recover after being dis¬ 
charged from hospital. 

The criticism came during one of Eastern and 
Coastal Kent Primary Care Trust’s roadshows 
on Thursday last week, when people grilled a 
panel of health experts on district services. 

Intermediate care was one of the topics raised 
continuously at the town hall, with many calling 
for beds to be placed in the new £20 million 
community hospital planned for the district. 

Wendy Hansell, who has been campaigning 
alongside her husband Reg for a general hospi¬ 
tal in Dover, said people’s dignity was at risk 
with the current system. 

She said: “People who come out of hospital 
aged only 30-plus should not be placed in a care 
home to recover. What about their dignity?” 

Lorraine Sencicle, who has just been elected 
to represent the people of Dover as foundation

governor for the East Kent Hospitals Trust, 
agreed with Mrs Hansell. 

She said: “It’s not right for people to go in a 
care home when they are recovering and vul¬ 
nerable.” 

Mental health issues were also raised, with 
concerns that people could suffer depression if 
not placed in the right setting for recovery. 

But the PCT has defended the intermediate 
care system, claiming that people have misun¬ 
derstood the term ‘care home’. 

According to a spokesman, each patient is 
assessed and if there is no support network at 
home they try to place them in a home with 
people of the same age. 

The spokesman said: “People have this idea of 
a care home being filled with old people, but 
there are all different kinds. 

“If it is a young person we are dealing with, 
we will try to put them with other young 


people, but placing people in a home while 
they recover is always a last resort.” 

The intermediate care teams are staffed 
by nurses, therapists, care managers and sup¬ 
port workers, who care for patients while they 
recover from a serious illness or surgery. 

The spokesman said: “Wherever possible, 
they will support people who are discharged 
from hospital to recover to their maximum 
potential in their own home. 

“If this is not possible or appropriate, the indi¬ 
vidual may be discharged to a care home, where 
they have their own rooms and facilities, or to a 
community hospital. 

“They will benefit from added support from 
the intermediate care team in this setting until 
they are able to return to their own home or be 
transferred to a more appropriate, permanent 
place of residence.” 

Other issues brought up at the meeting 
included improved care for people with learn¬ 
ing needs and problems with flooding at the 
proposed mid-town hospital site. 
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Town celebrates receiving 

Fairtrade status... finally 


DOVER has achieved Fairtrade 
status after a long campaign by the 
town council. 

An award was presented to deputy mayor 
Sue Jones on Thursday evening last week at 
Maison Dieu House, where all the people 
involved in the campaign celebrated the news. 

Representatives from the groups involved, 
including Dover Grammar School for Boys and 
River Parish Council, joined in the celebrations, 
along with the Rev Dr Michael Hinton, who 
brought the idea to the council back in 2005. 

Since then, a committee set up by the council 
has been calling upon businesses and church 
groups in the town to stock products to show 
their commitment to the cause. 

Despite a setback when an earlier application 
was turned down, the group continued with its 
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plans and last week the news arrived that 
Dover had been named a Fairtrade town. 

Hannah Reed, campaign manager for the 
Fairtrade Foundation, said she was impressed 
with the work and progress made since the 
campaign was launched last July. 

“This is all about bringing real change to real 
people. Even the smallest effort can make a 
real difference and it’s great to see so many 
people getting on board,” she said. 

Ms Reed explained that using Fairtrade prod¬ 
ucts helped put a stop to the injustices of con¬ 
ventional trade in developing countries which 
in the past has discriminated against poorer, 
weaker producers. The scheme gives farmers 
and workers more control, with companies 


being required to pay costs that never fall below 
the market price. 

Cllr Jones and David Hannent worked 
together on the bid and both said they were 
thrilled with the announcement. 

“The committee worked hard on this appli¬ 
cation and we are delighted to have been 
awarded Fairtrade status. We still need to carry 
on with the work and get people involved to 
ensure we can get the status renewed next 
year,” said Cllr Hannent. 

The council has produced newsletters to 
promote the cause, as well as a pledge for peo¬ 
ple to sign. A budget has also been set to help 
support the project. 

News of Dover’s Fairtrade status came at the 
start of Fairtrade Fortnight, which ends on 
Sunday.

Skiers sloping off 
good news for port 


RECORD snowfalls on the Continent led 
to a rise in the number of passengers 
through the Port of Dover over half-term. 

The Alps, the Pyrenees, Bulgaria and 
Slovenia all had heavy snow, causing an 
influx of skiers heading for the slopes. 

Kate O’Hara, head of marketing at the 
port, said: “A comparison of the same 
two-week period last year and this year 
shows a 14 per cent increase in passen¬ 
ger numbers, hitting almost 480,000, 
and a rise of 15 per cent in cars - that’s 
almost 74,000 in the fortnight.” 

Brian Rees, P&O spokesman, said: 
“The snow forecasts tempted many to 
abandon plans to stay at home. And for 
those who would normally take long- 
haul ski trips to the USA and Canada, 
the prospect of the best skiing in the 
world on the European doorstep proved 
a huge draw.” 

Traffic volumes were helped by the 
addition of the new LD Lines services, 
while SeaFrance reported a 28 per cent 
increase in traffic during the half-term 
weeks. P&O Ferries recorded many late 
bookings over the period.

Foundation status boost 
for hospital trust services 

THE hospitals trust serving the Dover dis¬ 
trict has been awarded foundation status, 
giving it greater autonomy from the 
Department of Health. 

Leaders at East Kent Hospitals University 
NHS Foundation Trust announced the news on 
Friday last week after a long assessment peri¬ 
od with independent regulator Monitor. 

Nicholas Wells, the trust’s chairman, said: 
“This is a very positive move for the trust and 
will help us to continue improving the service 
we provide to the people of east Kent. 

“Successfully coming through Monitor’s 
rigorous assessment process gives formal 
recognition of the trust as an effective organi¬ 
sation with strong governance and a sound 
and sustainable financial foundation. 

‘We have already held elections for the new 
trust’s governing council, which will be meet¬ 
ing next week to begin the work.

“I was delighted at the large number of talent¬ 
ed local people who offered themselves for elec¬ 
tion and I know that they will be a great help to 
us in shaping the trust’s strategic direction.” 

Foundation trusts were created to devolve deci¬ 
sion-making from Government control to local 
organisations and communities so they were 
more responsive to the needs of local people. 

The trust’s chief executive Stuart Bain said: 
“As a foundation trust we will have much 
greater control of our own affairs. 

“In conjunction with the new governing coun¬ 
cil and membership [currently numbering some 
13,000] we will be able to develop our services in 
ways that ensure we are aligned with the needs 
of the local population. 

“Also, our standing as an acute trust with 
both foundation and university trust status - 
one of the few in England to have achieved this 
- adds to our prestige and should help us to 
attract the best staff to work here.”

A I have always worked in the field of audi¬ 
ology, first for the NHS and then for a multi¬ 
national. I started Hearbase Ltd about ten years 
ago. The company started with two people but 
now employs 12 people full-time and some part- 
time staff. I didn’t set out to start a business. It 
developed naturally and has grown steadily 
over the past few years. We are already the 
largest independent hearing-aid company in 
Kent and I would be happy to see more growth, 
but there isn’t a massive expansion plan. 


Can you tell us how you got involved with Hearbase Ltd? | What is the most challenging thing about your job?

What is your role there and what does it involve? 


A My responsibilities as managing director are 
wide and varied. I see patients for two days 
each week. The rest of my time is taken up with 
meetings and planning. My main job is to keep 
eveiybody else in the company busy. I am 
always thinking about new projects, how the 
company can be more efficient and how to offer 
a better service to our customers. A fair amount 
of time is committed to training and finding out 
about new developments. Audiology is a fast- 
moving industry and we always try to offer our 
customers the veiy best of the new technology. 
In a small company, everyone needs to be multi- 
skilled. You are just as likely to find me chang¬ 
ing a light bulb or unblocking the loo as chairing 
a meeting. Running a company certainly has its 
less glamorous aspects! 


The biggest obstacle is getting people to 
take their hearing seriously. I am passion¬ 
ate in raising awareness about hearing loss. 
The generations to come are particularly at 
risk because they are exposed to so much more 
social noise. I look at children listening to 
music for hours at a time at high volume on 
MP3 players and think that they will end up 
being hearing-aid customers much sooner 
than their parents. People often think that 
technology can fix everything. While hearing- 
aids are much more advanced and sophisticat¬ 
ed than before, they are unable to deliver 
perfect, natural hearing. It can be hard help¬ 
ing people come to terms with losing their 
hearing. This is why it is so important to make 
people aware of how they can prevent putting 
their hearing at risk.

What is the best thing about your job? 


A I get immense satisfaction from doing some¬ 
thing that I know is making a positive 
impact on people’s lives. So many people have a 
job where it can be difficult to really see the end 
result. In my job it is very easy to see if we have 
been successful because we make people hear. 
The value of hearing cannot be underestimated 
and is often taken for granted. For those who are 
hard of hearing, shopping, travelling and even 
enjoying a social life can be difficult. It can be an 
extremely isolating experience. To help someone 
improve their hearing is very rewarding.

What work have you carried out in the Dover district? 


Hearbase’s main objective is to allow people 
to make the best of their hearing. So, if 
someone comes to us with a hearing loss, we can 
fit them with the latest digital hearing-aid 
technology. If they have good hearing but are 
exposed to a lot of noise, we can provide them 
with specialist hearing protection. We also 
advise companies on how to manage noise in the 
workplace and protect staff’s hearing. Our work 
is now involving us in the risks of social noise 


A in Dover we have worked with P&O 
Ferries. We’ve made custom hearing pro¬ 
tection for some of its workforce and tested 
hearing for signs of noise damage. We’ve also 
worked with the NHS to reduce the hearing- 
aid waiting time from over two years to below 
18 weeks in the Dover area. This is in addition 
to our private hearing-aid service, which has 
been operating in Dover for many years. 

Although I have worked all over the UK, I 
was bom in Dover and I like the idea that I 
still have links with the town.

SITING OF IMEW NUCLEAR

How sites will be chosen 
and how you can have your say 

EDF Energy is one of the UK’s largest energy companies and now 
incorporates British Energy. 

We intend to nominate land next to Dungeness B power station 
into the Government’s process to identify sites suitable for new 
nuclear power. 

No final decision has been made on possible sites and it is 
important that members of the public and local communities 
know when and how to have their say. 

The industry has until 31 March 2009 to nominate sites. In April 
the Government will publish the nominations and you will then 
have a month to provide additional information you thinkwould 
be relevant to the assessment of the site.

News merger turns 
off rrV's viewers

HUNDREDS of TV viewers 
across Kent have vowed to switch 
ofFITV Meridian after the station 
merged three news areas into one. 

The ITV Meridian South East show has 
been combined with the Thames Valley and 
South shows into a single “pan-regional” 
broadcast. 

The super-region reaches a population of 
eight million people, 12 county councils, 86 
MPs, 60 district councils - from Dover to 
Oxford and Medway to Portsmouth - and 
seven international airports. 

Kent viewers have taken to ITVs message 
board in their hundreds to complain about 
the move. 

Angela Fyfe, one of more than 500 viewers 
to hit out at the new show online, wrote: 
“The news area covered now is far too large. 
Nobody in the Kent area is interested in 
Southampton, West Sussex and so on, and I 
am quite sure all viewers feel the same. 

‘You will lose many loyal local news watch¬ 
ers by these changes, please think again.” 

‘That Ginger Guy 7 added: “Cringeworthy 
television at its best. I don’t bother with ITV 
with news any more. 

“It’s dreadful that you thought of saving 
money by making local news no longer local 
or watchable.” 

‘PGC’ wrote: “I have tried to be patient and 
give the new-look programme a chance. But 
I’m afraid it has lost not only its identity, it 
has also lost its sparkle, personality and 
charm. 


“The audience is there for a local news pro¬ 
gramme - but this isn’t it. If ITV want to 
save money, this is not the answer, why drive 
your audience away?” 

ITVs online editor Jonathan Marland said 
the combined ITV Meridian news bulletin - 
with East and West segments - had come as 
a result of “economic realities”. 

He wrote on the ITV website: “The 
changes have all been made against a back¬ 
ground of massive upheaval in British 
broadcasting. In a nutshell ITV had an obli¬ 
gation to make regional news as part of the 
original conditions of its broadcasting 


licence. But those conditions have been 
relaxed as a result of the huge number of 
digital stations now competing for advertis¬ 
ing revenue, and the credit squeeze. 

“This is all part of a big national debate 
about public service broadcasting and who 
should pay for it. The problem is that PSB is 
expensive and cannot be maintained on a 
purely commercial basis. 

“The Government is promising to come up 
with a solution soon. 

“In the meantime economic realities have 
forced changes across the whole PSB land¬ 
scape.” 


University of Kent 
opens up a world 
of study in Brussels 

The University of Kent markets itself as the UK's European 
University. It has partnerships with colleges in Germany, 
Spain, Austria, France and for more than ten years it has 
been running its own small campus in the political heart of 
Europe. Reporter ED HILL paid them a visit. 

ONE small floor of an office 
block in Brussels is a hive of 
academic achievement that 
reaches out across the 
entire world. 

The small institution 
caters for around 200 stu¬ 
dents keen to make a career 
in the world of international 
politics and diplomacy. 

The city is the ideal loca¬ 
tion for the University of 
Kent’s School of International Studies due to its 
connection with many of the world’s largest politi¬ 
cal organisations, such as the EU and NATO. 

John Macgregor, dean of the school, said: “We 
have been here for ten years. It started off with a 
dozen students so it has had tremendous growth.” 

The courses run at the institution specialise in 
international relations and law, as well as many 
other topics. All the courses are aimed at post¬ 
graduate students. 

Most of the students that attend the school 
come from overseas, with the majority coming 
from America and Canada. 

Marty Gaal, 35, from Vancouver, said: “I had 
been living in Asia for six or seven years and 
needed to come back to do a PhD and I wanted to 
come to Europe. To find an English speaking uni¬ 
versity in Brussels met all my requirements. 

“The course here has meant I have been able to 
make lots of contacts. I worked with the 
European Parliament and a consultancy firm.” 

The MA courses generally run for one year and 
have expanded to include conflict analysis, inter¬ 
national economics and migration studies. 

The University of Kent has also announced it is 
setting up courses in humanities for postgradu¬ 
ate students in Paris.

TRAINEE chemistry teachers 
can soon overcome their fear of 
experiments in the classroom 
with a new virtual lab made pos¬ 
sible by Pfizer. 

The pharmaceutical giant is using its 
Discover Chemistry programme, which 
invests £1.5 million into science education 
over a three-to-five-year period, to help 
PGCE students on school placements. 

The Labskills Schools Dynamic Lab 
Manual lets trainees carry out virtual exper¬ 
iments before entering the classroom, allow¬ 
ing them to get used to the procedures they 
will have to show their pupils. 

They will also be invited to give ideas on how 
they could incorporate it into their teaching. 

Pfizer has helped fund the e-leaming tool, 
which will be provided free to all chemistry 
trainee teachers, with the Royal Society of 
Chemistry in collaboration with the 
University of Bristol. 

Dr Tony Wood, vice-president and world¬ 
wide head of medicinal chemistry at Pfizer in 
Sandwich, said the scheme would allow 
trainees to be better equipped to meet the 
needs of the industry. 

“Positive experiences in practical chem¬ 
istry at school are key to influencing the 
paths of many would-be scientists. 

“Discover Chemistry aims to capitalise on 
the excellent education work that many 
institutions and groups are developing.

“We bring their ideas and resources togeth¬ 
er to help expand successful schemes like 
LabSkills. 

“In research-based companies such as 
Pfizer, there is a growing demand for scien¬ 
tists to have strong problem-solving and 
experimental capabilities. 

“LabSkills could revolutionise the way 
practical chemistry is approached in schools.” 

A recent Ofsted Success in Science report 
showed that schools focusing clearly on how 
science worked, with practical and investi¬ 
gational aspects, were more successful at 
teaching the subject. 

But the learning of practical experimental 
skills is an area under threat due to concerns 
over new teachers not having the confidence 
to teach practical lessons like in the past. 

Former Tomorrow’s World presenter Kate 
Bellingham, recently appointed as the 
national STEM careers coordinator, said: 
‘With this software I was able to ‘blow up the 
lab’ quite safely, learning how to avoid the 
same mistakes in reality. 

“As a former teacher myself, I know 
LabSkills will add an extremely valuable 
new dimension to the study of chemistry by 
helping reinforce the importance of scientific 
rigour and of health and safety, while being 
informative and engaging.”

This week's writer asks for some public responsibility as a personal tragedy unfolds 



Why we must back off to let 
tragic Jade die with dignity 


THE blanket media coverage given 
to Jade Goody’s health in recent 
weeks has made nothing but dis¬ 
turbing reading. 

Regardless of your views on Jade for misde¬ 
meanours gone by, the terrible tragedy of her 
terminal illness makes her deserving of noth¬ 
ing but our sympathy. 

Her predicament and its coverage has 
sparked a rise in the number of women check¬ 
ing for cervical cancer and that can only be a 
good thing. 

Yet the national tabloid media’s desire to 
highlight Jade Goody’s plight now appears to 
have morphed into a rather gruesome count¬ 
down to her death. 

Without question, the former Big Brother 
contestant has made no effort to shield her life 
from the glare of the spotlight. 

In fact, she courted it - and with good rea¬ 
son. After all, the media is prepared to pay for 


access to such stories, and if the money is to go 
into a trust fund for the financial future of her 
sons, who would want to criticise a mother’s 
natural instinct to protect her children once 
she is gone? 

But there must come a point where some¬ 
one’s dignity at this stage of their life must be 
protected. 

And if Jade - or, more to the point, her advi¬ 
sors - is unable to decide when that is, the 
media and, indeed, we as consumers of news, 
must make that decision. 

There is a fine line between highlighting a 
story and simply taking advantage to become 
rather bizarre voyeurs. I suspect we are on the 
verge right now of overstepping that line. 

We do not need to see this young woman 
actually die before our eyes. We do not need to 
photograph and record her every final 
moment. 

This is a human tragedy and regardless of 
an unquenchable desire for fame and publici¬ 
ty, we, as a society, need to say enough is 


enough. This is not through a desire to be pro¬ 
tected against life’s inevitable conclusion. Nor 
is it a desire to shield ourselves from the 
appalling sadness of seeing someone’s life and 
soul slowly drip away; for it is not unusal 

It is a desire for dignity. A desire for Jade 
Goody not to end her life as so much of it has 
been conducted, as a puppet for other people’s 
purposes, be that making money or selling 
magazines. 

Jade is the epitome of modern-day celebrity. 
Catapulted into the national consciousness by 
an appearance on a reality TV show, her talent 
an apparent desire to reveal every part of her¬ 
self in pursuit of fame and the perceived 
answers that brings. Yet she deserves, in her 
darkest hour, her dignity. And her children 
deserve that dignity, too.

Have you always lived in the Dover district? 

I was born in Dover in 1946 in Albany Place. My father 
moved to the Midlands after the war and that's where I 
went to school. I moved back to Dover when I left school 
and worked on Sealink boats and East Kent buses as a 
clippy and joined the Royal Army Medical Corps. 

After the Army I went into nursing at Buckland Hospital 
and worked at other hospitals all over the country until I 
met and married my wife from Stockport. We then moved 
back to Dover in April 1993. My three children all went to 
school in Dover and now my five-year-old granddaughter 
also goes to school at Aycliffe. 

Can you tell me about Forget-Me-Not War 
Graves and the work you carry out? 

Forget-Me-Not War Graves started about six years ago. 
It was set up to take people to visit the war graves of 
their loved ones who could no longer travel on their 
own. There is no charge for this as we believe we are 
giving something back to those who gave their all. There 
are now seven British members from Dover and 11 in 
Ypres in Belgium called The Diggers. We are now known 
as the Battlefield Exploration Team. 

We will still take anyone free of charge to visit their 
loved one's grave or monument, but most of the time is 
now taken up exploring the battlefields for lost souls. 

We as a team are also volunteers of the Dover War 
Memorial Project. Maggie Stephenson-Knight and Simon 
Chambers, who run this wonderful website, have given 
us a lot of inspiration to carry on this great work, in 
helping others to never forget what these brave boys of 
Great Britain and other countries did for our freedom.

Follow other towns' 
lead to beat far right 

Before I comment on Gary 
Wright’s blog last week, may I 
just point out to readers that my 
letter regarding Lydd airport etc 
last week was, of course, one held 
over from some weeks before.

In reply to Mr Wright, while I 
have some sympathy for his call 
for some caution and reflection 
after the Swanley vote, it should 
surely be noted that while many 
people, if not most, may not like 
to be told what to think, 
politicians, religious leaders and 
the media do it in various forms 
all the time. 

Indeed the right-wing media, 
while they denounce and expose 
the far-right groups, regularly 
seem also to help foster and 
maintain outdated views with 
screaming headlines about 
migrants and others which, 
when you look into the facts, are 
usually an over-reaction. 

However, what to do about 
challenging the advance of the 
far-right?

Let’s recall first that Swanley 
was also affected by the usual 
low-turn out and far-right 
activists being bussed in early 
to distribute their pernicious 
nonsense, catching the main 
parties on the hop. 

The task, then, is to follow the 
other towns and areas that have 
taken successful action to 


counter the extremists. 

This includes places like 
Oldham, where a leading 
councillor in a national paper 
suggests, with apologies for 
borrowing it, the following: 

“Tackling them in the elections 
is the straightforward bit. 

“I’d say: don’t ignore them; 
expose their unpleasant policies; 


but don’t let them hijack the 
agenda. 

“Debate the real local issues 
with those who oppose you but 
who also care. Keep the debate 
on solutions and the far-right can 
be shown up as emperors with no 
clothes.” 

While the trouble can be that 
such groups thrive in difficult 
times and on people’s genuine 
problems, the antidote is to take 
the long slog to tackle them. 

If people believe and see their 
local mainstream councils, 
councillors and other non¬ 
extreme parties and people like 
independents or the Greens all 
doing their best in this regard, 
then protest voting would likely 
not be needed. 

In Shepway, as elsewhere these 
days, we very rarely see, if at all, 
our elected town and district 
councillors outside election 
periods and the occasional flyer. 

Surely it is time for a change 
and while I feel I have tried to do 
my bit recently, as an individual, 
to follow the Oldham example, it 
must be for the mainstream 
parties themselves, and their 
members/supporters, to become 
a lot more active in knocking on 
doors, both before, during and 
after election periods from now 
on, while producing the policies 
and actions that truly address 
people’s concerns.

Low council tax rise 
a Tory smokescreen 

As always at this time of year, the 
Conservatives claim they have kept 
council tax down, while making 
savings and maintaining services. 


They also claim they manage to do 
this despite getting so little funding 
from central government. Their 
claims, as always, are spurious. 

The bulk of our council tax goes to 
Kent County Council (£1026.27 out 
of £1,382.06 in Dover district). 

The Conservatives, who dominate 
KCC, are imposing what they call 
the lowest-ever recorded rise, of 
2.44 per cent. 

They are doing this because they 
know the Government will take 
action if they go above five per cent. 
More importantly, they are keeping 
the council tax percentage rise low 
this year because there are county 
council elections in June. 

A glance at the Conservatives’ 
record will show that in election 
years they come up with a low 
council tax increase and then we 
pay for it the following year. 

They are also keeping council tax 
rises low this year by keeping staff 
pay down for the lowest paid while 
ignoring calls for a review of pay for 
those on six-figure salaries. 

They could make savings by 
getting rid of pet projects like Kent 
TV and HealthWatch. At the same 
time, they are reducing funding to, 
for example, the already under¬ 
funded youth service. 

And despite all the protestations 
about being one of the lowest 
district council tax rates in the 
county, Dover has been racking up 
the charges on everything from 
hand-line fishing (up 50 per cent) to 
rat-catching (from nothing to £42).

THE controversy surrounding 
Jonathan Ross and Russell Brand 
last year was only ever going to do 
one thing - increase interest in both 
personalities and their subsequent 
projects.

I can’t say that A1 Murray’s Pub 
Landlord character ever really split 
my sides. 

Mildly amusing maybe, but not the 
genius comic creation that some 
would have you believe. 

Murray has scored his own sketch 
show on the back of the continued 
success of the pint-pulling, 
xenophobic anti-hero, though, and it 
started last week with a patchy affair 
that showed both dashes of promise 
and disappointment. 

As a Perrier Award-winner, Murray

IT would be easy in this day and 
age to write Cornwall off as some¬ 
thing of a victim of its own success. 

It is, after all, hugely popular courtesy of 
warm Atlantic air and some dramatic, craggy 
coastlines. 

But is has something of an image problem; of 
being awash with surfers hurtling around in 
Scooby Doo-style camper vans and its housing 
stock being snapped up by the second-home 
brigade. It has given fuel to its critics who say 
its magic is diluted by a torrent of newcomers. 

Yet while in the summer the narrow streets 
winding down to picture-postcard fishing vil¬ 
lages set amid ragged rocks and bathed by 
turquoise waters become a mass of hot metal 
as cars compete for a slice of tarmac, off-season 
it retains a charm which is quite unique. 

And, despite its fame, it has enough nooks 
and crannies in which it remains possible to 
escape from the hustle and bustle of everyday 
life. Take The Lugger Hotel. A weak-armed 
child’s stone’s throw from the water’s edge, the 
17th century inn has long been entertaining 
visitors.

Our room, in a converted boathouse a 30-sec- 
ond stroll from the main hotel building, was a 
mass of spotless creams and whites - the linen 
deep and rich, the decor perfect for the spec¬ 
tacular setting outside your window. 

This is a walker’s paradise. Coastal routes 
wind their way up the cliff sides, providing 
perfect views across the deep blue waters and 
breathtaking scenery. The town itself, howev¬ 
er, offers little other than unspoilt charm. 

Remarkably, locals estimate about 70 per 
cent of the pretty cottages in Portloe are sec¬ 
ond homes. An evening stroll to the Ship Inn 
nearby is done in almost complete darkness 
and silence as darkened homes line the five- 
minute route. It’s a little eerie, and rather sad 
if truth be told. 

The small shops which have long since 
closed their shutters for the final time have 
stopped being the heartbeat of the this pretty 
village. Now The Lugger fulfils that role; 


expanding into nearby properties to offer a 
varied range of accommodation. 

Strapping on your walking boots for a stroll 
is the ideal way in which to build up an 
appetite for a meal in the low-ceiling, wooden- 
beamed restaurant. It is truly a gourmet 
delight. The daily changing menu boasts fresh 
caught fish and seasonal vegetables that 
almost throb with taste and freshness. 

There’s even a growing range of spa treat¬ 
ments on offer for the guest wanting to indulge 
in the ultimate in relaxation. An hour being 
pampered amid the candles and music before 
taking in the clean, crisp air outside is very 
much the icing on the top of a quite wonderful, 
self-indulgent cake. 

What’s more, with the Eden Project just 40 
minutes drive away and miles and miles of 
coastline to explore, Cornwall may just need to 
go back on the must-visit map. And The 
Lugger should be the must-book hotel.

Wide-ranging market 
study gets under way 

THE Office of Fair Trading has launched 
its market study into home buying and 
selling, following two months of discus¬ 
sion with interested parties on its scope. 

The study will take a comprehensive 
look at the market for home buying and 
selling services. It will consider: 

• Competition on price and quality 
between service providers, principally 
estate agents. 

• Prospects for entry by new business 
models, including internet-based. 

• Whether the regulatory framework 
provides the right balance between pro¬ 
tecting consumers and ensuring the 
market remains open to competition and 
innovation. 

• Relationships between estate agents 
and other service providers such as 
mortgage brokers, surveyors, solicitors 
and other professional advisors. 

The study will cover the UK, while 
recognising the significant differences in 
how the market works in Scotland. 

The OFT intends to complete the 
study before the end of 2009. For more 
details, visit www.oft.gov.uk/homes. 

Average house price 
falls £ 28 K in a year 

THE average house price is now 
£156,753, down almost £28,000 on 
January 2008. This represents an annu¬ 
al decrease of 15.1 per cent. 

In London, the average price fell 14.1 
per cent annually to £306,183. 

It is the 17th month in a row where the 
annual rate of change has fallen, in con¬ 
trast with 21 months of uninterrupted 
increases in the average annual rate of 
change between December 2005 and 
August 2007. 

The most up-to-date figures available 
show that during November 2008 the 
number of completed house sales fell by 
67 per cent to 33,404 from 100,730 in 
November 2007. 

In London only 3,504 house sales were 
completed in November 2008 compared 
with 12,719 in November 2007 - a fall of 
72 per cent.

FIRST-time buyers are edging out 
of their shells and tentatively 
beginning to venture into the 
offices of estate agents. 

They are the key to any property recovery. If 
first-time buyers are not buying, chains simply 
can’t develop, let alone be completed. 

But now the National Association of Estate 
Agents is reporting many of its members are 
seeing more first timers. 

All that needs to happen now is for the 
banks to lose their Scrooge image. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown has said he 
wants to see the end of 100 per cent mort¬ 
gages, which will make life even harder for 
first-time buyers, who will have to show their 
deposit funds have not been borrowed and are 
pure savings. 

Mr Brown has also been told stamp duty 
should be scrapped for all but the most expen¬ 
sive properties to ease the burden on new 
buyers. And Northern Rock, virtually nation¬ 
alised this time last year, has announced it 
will be lending up to £14 billion over the next 
two year - more welcome news for the market 
in general. 

Peter Bolton King, chief executive of the 
estate agents’ association, said: “Our figures 
show there is huge demand for property from 
first-time buyers, who are increasingly visiting 
estate agents, registering their interest and 
searching for property. 

“These figures demonstrate they are being 
frustrated at the final hurdle because lenders 
are not making mortgages available. 

“First-time buyers are crucial, not only to the 
housing market, but the entire economy. More 
must be done to help them.” 

And John Oakley, the chairman of the 
association’s east Kent branch, said he too was 
seeing the start of some sort of recovery. 

He said: “Locally there is a marked increase 
in first-time buyers registering with our 
member firms. 


“With the reduction in house prices, they 
perceive now is a good time to get on the hous¬ 
ing ladder. 

“Houses are now affordable, but first-time 
buyers are being frustrated by the difficulties 
in getting a mortgage, with lenders looking for 
ever larger deposits. 

“If the first-time buyers are not helped and 


encouraged to take that first step, the rest of 
the market cannot get moving. Banks and 
building societies must stop putting obstacles 
in the way and start to release funds. 

“The housing market is one of the main driv¬ 
ers of the economy and when houses start sell¬ 
ing it has a positive knock-on effect to many 
other sections of the community.”

extra power of the 85bhp TS2 model without 
going the whole way to the 102bhp 1.5-litre 
petrol Sport (£11,799). 

The 1.5 is lively alright, but does not bring 
much more to the party in return for costing 
£2,000 more than our favourite. 

One thing all versions have in common 
though is their eco-friendliness - the Mazda2 
is much lighter than its predecessor and most 
rivals, which means lower emissions and 
better fuel consumption. 

The Mazda is well-equipped as standard: 
electric front windows, driver seat height 
adjustment, MP3 compatible CD radio with 
auxiliary jack and electric door mirrors. 

The interior is also spacious and airy due to 
a relatively long wheelbase and low window 
line, while the dashboard is smart and well- 
arranged, with the high-mounted gearshift 
falling nicely to hand for a sporty drive. 

The seats are comfortable for this class too, 
though Mazda has cut some corners with the 
quality and feel of cabin materials, while extra 
interior space, comfort and style may have 
been bought at the expense of the boot, 250 
litres being shy of the 285-ish benchmark set 
by top-selling rivals.

'Human capital' seen as 
key to firms'efficiency 

ATTRACTING and retaining skilled 
employees is now seen as the most impor¬ 
tant source of using trade resources effi¬ 
ciently for UK businesses, according to 
new research. 

In a poll of almost 200 senior executives, 
83 per cent felt that in light of the current 
skills shortage, human capital was the key 
factor in having an edge over their com¬ 
petitors. 

The survey, conducted for professional 
services group KPMG by Opinion Leader 
Research, found that the current skills 
shortage was the most pressing issue fac¬ 
ing British organisations. 

Kathy Lloyd, head of people services at 
KPMG in Kent, said: “The success of the 
UK increasingly relies on our ability to 
function as a highly skilled, hi-tech econo¬ 
my and employers are right to be con¬ 
cerned about the difficulty in finding staff 
equipped with both basic and more 
advanced skills.” 

According to the survey results, nearly 
three-quarters (74 per cent) of companies 
surveyed felt that the UK fell short in 
terms of skills, particularly literacy and 
numeracy. 

Staff retention was cited as the second 
key people-issue that UK firms expect to 
face in the future and businesses are con¬ 
sidering a raft of measures to counter this. 

Most popular of these would be training 
and development (62 per cent), finding 
ways to retain top performers (61 per cent) 
and leadership development (59 per cent).

Act now to sustain a 
heath y bottom line

SEE THE LIGHT: Sustainability and hi-tech skills are essential to the UK's future prosperity, delegates were told 


BUSINESS chiefs have been told 
to grasp the nettle and embrace 
sustainable commercial activity - 
or face the Government imposing 
regulations upon them. 

An audience of high-powered county busi¬ 
nesspeople were at last week’s Institute of 
Directors/Business Link breakfast on sustain¬ 
ability in business. 

David Boomer, head of energy efficiency and 
climate change at the IoD, said: 
“Sustainability is a business agenda which 
has been coming of age for some time, but it 
has to be a fundamental part of business. 

“You can’t talk about it without energy effi¬ 
ciency and climate change. The UK, for the 
future, has a huge skills gap. We need innova¬ 
tive sustainable skills with clear leadership 
and investment. 

“If business doesn’t respond, Government 
will regulate. We need to develop business and 
skills capacity.” 

He was speaking at the conference centre in 
Sittingboume’s Kent Science Park, a fitting 
venue because the park’s senior management, 
led by director James Speck, is also keen to 
develop skills for the area and beyond. 

He was introduced by Kent IoD chairman 
Frazer Thompson, who said: “Sustainability is 
something we can do without sacrificing win¬ 
ning new business.” 

Mr Thompson runs the Chapel Down wines 
group at Tenterden and he said it recently 
took a look at its own carbon footprint - and a 
half was in the wooden posts in the vineyard. 
They have since been swapped for metal ones. 

Andrew Fletcher, managing director of 
Carbon Control energy conservation company, 
said: “From speaking to many business own¬ 
ers and managers it became apparent to me 
that businesses are in fact concerned about 


reducing their energy consumption, costs and 
increasing their sustainability. However they 
sometimes lack the knowledge, expertise and 
time to tackle these issues.” 

He said businesses could access national and 
local grants - as well as support such as the 
Carbon Trust’s interest-free loans - and they 
should also check out enhanced capital 
allowance schemes. 

Erica Russell, Business Link’s market devel¬ 
opment manager (sustainable business) said a 
company’s green credentials should encom¬ 
pass its issues with energy, water, waste, raw 
materials, legislation and transport. 

Paul Anderson, who runs Stone Circle 
Livery between Woodchurch and High 
Halden, which claims to be the UK’s first and 


only fully organic livery yard, gave a mini case 
study and stressed the need to be committed, 
determined and innovative. 

High quality commands a premium rate and 
with the credit squeeze some customers left 
and a long waiting list vanished, he said. 

However, he increased his rates but also 
increased the amount he had been setting 
aside for environmental improvements from 
each customer as well. 

“Nothing happened - then the emails start¬ 
ed to come through. It was a very worrying 
moment for us. 

“From being in a dire situation a few months 
ago we are getting the customers coming back. 
It has put us on the national and internation¬ 
al stage - we’ve had amazing PR.”
